THE CHEFOO-WEIHAIWEI 
CABLE.

A Parliamentary paper was ' iesued last 
month giving the terms of the agresment mods 
with the Eastern. Extension Telegraph Com- 
muy for the construction and working, on 
behalf of.His Majesty's Government, of a snb- 
marine cable between Chefoo aud Weihaiwei, 
A Treasury minute at the close of the paper 
summarises the agreement and the steps which 
led up to its conclusion. The need for tele- 
graphic ‘vommunication with, Weihsiwai 
became apparent soon after its occupation, 
and as it hecam; s'ill more urgent in view of 
the events. of lust yeur, the Government 
approsched the: Eustern Extension Company 
in order to ascertaia the terms on which it, was 
prepared to counect Weihaiwei with the rest 
of its Chinese system. In the course “of ihe 
egotistions, the-Compeny intimated that it 
bad boon asked by the local Chinese Telegraph 
Administration to extend its cibles to Chefoo 
and Taku, and that, if this extension. were 
made,’ communication with Weihaiwei could 
he effected by the laying ofa comparatively 
short cable thence to Ghefoc. Tho Company 
offered ta lay this cable for the payment of 
£16,000, an 
Majesty's Government, ‘for a subsidy of £4,000 
persnnum, and askedin retura forthe support of 
the Government in the negotiations which it was 
carrying on withtheChinese Telegraph Adminis- 
tration. The. terms offered by the Compin 
were accepted by the Government, wuici 
roquested the Company to lay the -new—line a 
rapidly as possible. It was opened for working 
on Sth _Septembor ‘ast year. : 

«The present agreement recites the arrange- 
ments explained ubove, und provides for the: 
payment to the Company of the sum of £16,000 
ox the construction. and laying of the cable 
within three. months of the approval of this 
contract by the House. of Commons. “It also 
provides for an annual payment of £4,000 to 
the sie aca for working the cable: on behalf: 
of His Majesty's Government so long as they 
may #o work it, and maintsin the cennetion 
between _it and the Taku-Chefoo-Shanghsi 
cable. His Majosty’s Goverament will pay for 
any repairs required to the cable. The agree- 
ment furtner stipulates for the employment cf 
& British ataff at Chefoo and Weihaiwei, and 
for the transmission of all trafic between these 
placeg, Shanghai and Hongkong as far as 
possible by Britizh ataffs. His Majesty's Go- 
verument undertakes to protect the Company 
during the working of the ‘cables, and to use 
ita best endeavours to secure fram the Chinese 
Administration the duo fulsilment of its engage- 
ments with the Company zo far as they rolato 
to the ‘laku-Chefoo-Shanghai cable, or to 
matters arising out of this agreemont.” :
